Controlled brush burning and reseeding of bakaed areas can well 
be classed as the greatest single development in the improvement of 
cattle range land in Tulare county. 

If there is still doubt in any minds, those doubts would be elim- 
inated by a tour of foothill ranges in the Springville district. 

In areas where brush formerly grew so thick that all grass was 
crowded out and where livestock could not get through even if grass 
had been there, one can now see brushless slopes covered with a heavy 
growth of seeded grass — grass that doubles and triples the livestock 
carrying capacity of the range. 

The practice of controlled brush burn and rang reseeding 1s econ- 
omically a good deal — $2.50 to $3.00 per acre to get a tremendous 
increase in pounds of beef per acre. The argument that erosion in- 
creases when brush is burned is proved to be invalid in burned areas 
where grass is holding the soil even better than brush and in case af- 
ter case springs have started running and water appeared in natural 
channels after brush has been burned because brush takes great 
amounts of water from the soil. 


i Making the land produce more is one of the problems facing agri- 
culture everywhere. Controlled brush burning and range reseeding 
is a fine example of actual accomplishment in this endeavor — and 
thousands of acres of brush land, that could produce hundreds of thou- 

«sands of pounds of beef, still remain to be soa in the “brush belt” 
of Tulare county. 


And the controlled brush burning program offers an excellent 
example of what ranchers can do when they set their minds to it and 
are “sold’’ on a good thing. 

We predict that this program will continue to improve: and ex- 
pand, and as various governmental agencies “see the. light,” more co- 
operation from that source can be expected in the future. 

And it is not a wild dream to predict that in future years brush

county, and in place of brush land ‘will be thousands of acres of grass 
slopes, providing feed for a constantly increasing cattle population.

1954, concerning the Porterville 
Northeastern Railroad: 

Since writing you we have de- 
termined that the Porterville 
Northeastern Railway Company 
was incorporated under the gen- 
eral laws of the State of Califor- 
nia, August 10, 1910. Construc- 
tion began in September 1910. 
The line between Porterville and 
Springville was opened for traffic 
September 18, 1911. The line from 
Magnesite Junction was construct- 
ed in }1912 and opened for traf- 
fic November 15, that year. 


The lines were operated by the 
railway’s own organization from 
September, 1911 to April, 1912, 
and by the Southern Pacific from 
April 1, 1912. They were under 
lease to Southern Pacific dated 
March 1; 1912, and were purchas- 
ed by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany by deed recorded July 20. 
1934. 


The above coincides closely with 
items number 2 and 3 of our let- 
ter dated March 16, but specifi- 
cally establishes exact dates. 
However, would point out that 
property transfer referred to in 
number 3 was not right of way 
necessary to operation of the Por- 
| terville Northeastern. All other 
|information pertaining to the Por- 
terville Northeastern appears tc be 
correct. 

Our reasearch for information 
and the development of Porterville 
develops the fact that the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company in- 
corporated under laws of California 
in 1865, was authorized by Act of 
Congress, July 27, 1886, to join 
the Central Pacific and a proposed 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany (Santa Fe) at a point at the 
Colorado river, near Needles. The 
original charter was to build from 
San Francisco Bay south through 
the counties of Santa Clara, Mon- 
terey, San Luis Obispo, Tulare, 
Kern, to Los Angeles, San Diego, 
and thence east for junction at 
the state line with a contemplated 
road from the Mississippi river. 

Little headway was made in the 
plans of this company until the 
Act of July 27, 1886. Provisions 
of that act were accepted on 
November 24, and on January 3 
following, the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company filed a map 
designating the general route it. 
proposed to take from San Fran- 
cisco through San Jose, Gilroy,

Kirkwood Gets 
Support For 
Reelection 


Many hundreds of Tulare coun- 
ty citizens, both Republicans and 
Democrats alike, under the leader- 
ship of Ira J. Chrisman, Tulare 
county campaign chairman, have 
endorsed State Controller Robert 
C. Kirkwood for reelection to this 
important state office. 

Kirkwood, age 45, was born in 
California and became a successful 
lawyer in San Francisco. His in- 
terest in agriculture brought him 
back as a farmer to his ranch in 
Santa Clara county which has 
been in his family since 1854. 

Kirkwood’s interest in good gov- 


and Tres Pinos in the Santa Clara 
and San Bonito Valley, thence 
across Pacheco Pass into San Joa- 
quin Valley and south over Te- 
hachapi Pass to Mojave, where 
the line turned easterly toward 
the Colorado river. Congress def- 
initely approved this route by a 
resolution on June 28, 1870. The 
originally proposed line down the 
— to San Diego was, in part, 
temporarily abandoned. 

The first step by the Southern 
Pacific was to acquire the line al- 
ready in operation between San 
Francisco and San Jose, owned by 
the San Francisco and San Jose 
railroad company. Stock in this 
road was purchased on March 30, 
1868. Three weeks later on April 
21, ground was broken at 4th 
Street, San Jose, for extension of 
the line to Gilroy. Trains were 
operated over a branch from Gil- 
roy to Tres Pinos as far as Hol- 
lister on July 13, 1871, and on 
August 12, 1873, the line was com- 
pleted to Tres Pinos, where the 
terminus of that branch has since 
remained. 

By this time Governor Stanford 
and his associates in the Central 
Pacific had acquired controlling 
interest in the budding young rail- 
road company, and on September 
25, 1868, C. P. Huntington, vice 
president of the Central Pacific, 
transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Interior the annual report of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 


pany, indicating the close relation- 


ship bétween the two lines. This 
alliance became a matter of offi- 
cial record on October 12, 1878, 
when the San Francisco Railroad 
Company, the Santa Clara and Pa- 
jaro Railroad Company (line from 
San Jose through Gilroy to Tres 
Pinos) and the California South- 
ern Railroad Company (incorpor- 
ated January 2, 1870, to build 
from Gilroy to Salinas, but did 
not carry out the work) consoli- 
dated with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, which was at 
that time authorized to build as 
per map filed January 2, 1887.

erns of Chowchilla, Bruce Jensen 
of Visalia and E. Maxson of De- 
lano began judging shortly after 
nine o’clock the first morning. 
Opening day livestock classes were 
confined to fat stock divisions only 
with breeding classes judged the 
following day.
